LINCOLN’S REM AINS. 


H ow T hey H ave B een G u ard ed —T h eir 
P re se n t Iteslin g -P k ice. 


S p r in g f ie l d (111.), April 14th.—The an­ 
nual Lincoln mcmoral exercises will be 
held in the Capitol to-morrow. The deep­ 
est interest is being manifested in the ap­ 
proaching exercises in honor of the m ar­ 
tyred President, on account of revelations 
which are expected to be made relative to 
the disposition of the body of President 
Lincoln, after the attem pt was made in 
1876 to steal the body from the sarcophagus 
under the Lincoln m onument, in which it 
was placed. The facts, as near as could be 
ascertained by your cot respondent, and 
which will be brought to light to-morrow 
in an address to be made by Clinton L. 
Oonkling, one of the Lincoln Guard of 
Honor, are as follow s: 


t h e a t t e m p t e d r o b b e r y . 
On the night of November 7 ,1876, Mul 
lins and Hughes, two Chicago thieves, 
ma le an unsuccessful attem pt to steal the 
body of the la’e l ’resident Lincoln. Tbe 
m arble sarcophagus in which it was in­ 
closed. and which was exposed to the 
view of visitors through an iron grating on 
the north side of the m onument, was 
forced open and the coffin was taken out, 
but at this point the robbers were inter­ 
fered with by certain persons secreted in 
the m onum ent, who had received inform a­ 
tion that the robbery was to be attempted, 
and abandoned 
their 
strange 
booty. 
Since that time the public m ind has been 
in a state of uncertainty as to the real 
resting-place of the m artyr’s body, a re­ 
port having gone out that it was not re- 
mrned 
to the 
sarcophagus 
after the 
attempted robbery. All the mystery th at 
has attached to the m atter is now cleared 
away. 
It appears th at the body was re­ 
placed in the sarcophagus aud remained 
there for about a week. The members of 
the Association, however, felt that it was 
insecure, and it was subsequently re­ 
moved to u place 
of greater 
safety. 
Finally the Lincoln Guard of Honor, 
which is composed of some of our best 
known and most highly respected citizens, 
was organized, and one of the duties of 
this Association has been to 


SACREDLY GUARD THE BODY OF THE DEAD 
PRESIDEN T. 
During the m onth of November, 1875, 
members of the Guard, with their own 
hands, prepared a vault w ithin the m onu­ 
m ent for the body. An excavation was 
made in the earth about thirty feet south 
of the sarcophagus, and the body was safely- 
deposited therein, and in a m onth the ex­ 
cavation was closed. The atmosphere at 
the point where the excavation was made 
was almost stilling, and the work was pros­ 
ecuted at different times during the silli­ 
nes of night with no hum an eye to witness 
it. s ive thote who were assisting in the k - 
bor of love. 
Two days alter the funeral of Mrs. L in­ 
coln, in July, 1S82, her bodv was taken by 
the guard aud laid beside that of her hus­ 
band. The members bound themselves by 
the solemnity of an oath not to reveal 
what had been done until the proper time 
should arrive to do so, and that time has 
now r. T iv ed . 


BOTH BO niE S PERM ANENTLY ENTOMBED. 
Yesterday both of those bodies were 
taken by the Lincoln Guard of Honor, in 
the presence of the M onument Association, 
and placed in the new receptacle prepared 
for them during the week. This receptacle 
is in the earth near where the sarcophagus 
has so long stood. It has a bottom of 
twelve inches of cement, and has double 
walls of brick. The entrance to it, now 
that both bodies have been placed in their 
final resting place, is eemi nted over, and 
this will in time become a.- solid as rock. 
After this work had been completed the 
bodies were formally turned over by tbe 
Guard to the M onument Association, and 
were accepted by it. 
Before being finally 
entombed the body of Lincoln was opened 
and identified. The hair and whiskers had 
fallen off. and the face is very black. The 
contour is, however, still perfect, and the 
face is said to strongly resemble that of the 
bronze statue on tbe m onum ent.” 


T he H eizel M atter.

T h a t's th e F ig u re P a id by A m erican s for 
W hisky, Ileer, E lc. 
W a sh in g to n , April 14th.—In the quar­ 
terly report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics tbe consumption of distilled and 
raalt liquors and wines, and the estimates 
made by recognized authorities, are dwelt 
upon at some length. 
In round numbers, 
the consumption of distilled spirits, do­ 
mestic and imported, increased from 43,­ 
000,000 gallons in 1840 to 72,000,000 in 1886: 
of wines, from 4,81)0,000 gallons to 22,000,­ 
000, and of m alt liquors from 22,000,000 to 
642,000,000. 
An elaborate statem ent made by F. N. 
Barrett, editor of the New York Grocer, by 
request of the Chief of the Bureau, is 
given, which sets forth among other things 
that the present average expenditure in 
this country per annum for m alt and 
spirituous liquors and beer, at retail, is 
$700,000,000. The drinking population is 
estimated to he (in 1886) 14.925,417, m ak­ 
ing an average expenditure per capita of 
$45 90. 
Barrett shows by tables covering five 
years, from 1882 to 1886, inclusive, that the 
consumption of spirits is decreasing, and 
that of beer is increasing, and that there is 
a reduced use of wine as a beverage. 
“ During this period,” ho says, “ the con­ 
sumption of coffee has risen from eight 
and two-tenths pounds per capita to 9 
11-100 pounds. Do not these facts show 
that m ilder stim ulants are driving out 
their competitors, and is it not due to the 
growing agitation of the temperance ques­ 
tion ?"

A T LOGGER HEADS. 


Conflict 
B etw een 
S tate 
an d 
F e d e ra l 
C ourts In M aine. 
A u g u sta, April 14th.—A liquor case on 
trial in tbe Superior Court hete has devel­ 
oped a conflict between the Federal and 
State Courts, afi a result of the clash be­ 
tween the new liquor law and the regula­ 
tions of the Internal Revenue Department. 
One of the provisions of the new liquor 
law is that the paym ent of a retail internal 
revenue tax by the accused shall be con­ 
sidered prim a facie evidence of a violation 
of the law. and the penalties provided 
shall bo inflicted without further process. 
In the case on trial, Reuben G. H all is 
charged with a violation of the law, and 
Deputy Collector 
M urphy was 
called 
to 
testify 
as 
to 
the 
paym ent 
of 
a 
retail 
tax 
by 
the 
defendant. 
Murphy refused to testify, stating that if 
he should give such evidence his action 
wouid be likely to reduce the am ount of 
collections in his district, besides being 
contrary to th e instructions of Collector 
Redman. Judge W hitehouse then ordered 
hitu committed for contem pt of Court and 
to suspend action until 10 o’clock to-mor­ 
row morning, the prisoner meanwhile re­ 
m aining in the custody of the Sheriff. 
This was to give M urphy an opportunity 
to petition Judge Webb, of the United 
States District Court of Portland, for a 
writ of habeas corpus, the necessary papers 
for which were at once forwarded. This 
m orning Collector Redman telegraphed 
Judge W hitehouse that M urphy was act­ 
ing iu accordance with instructions of him ­ 
self and the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and requesting the prisoner’s 
discharge. This request was not granted, 
and the case was continued. The result ot 
the case will have an im portant bearing on 
the m atter of adm inistering the liquor 
laws adopted at the recent session of the 
Legislature.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 14th.—A report was 
recently received at the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent from Special Agent Beecher, at San 
Francisco, in regard to the landing at that 
port of three Chinamen on return certifi­ 
cates purporting to be issued by A. M. 
Bash, Collector of Customs at Port Town 
send, tu t which certificates were subse­ 
quently discovered to be fraudulent, the 
Collector's signature having been forged. 
The blank forms used were genuine, and 
supposed to b.e part of a lot stolen from the 
Custom-house in 1885. It is said that the 
forgery was committed by a person who 
knew that here was a break of about 100 
num bers in the series recorded at Port 
Townsend, and that be purposely made 
use of the intervening numbers. 
In view 
of the fact that the Collectors at San F ran­ 
cisco, Portland and Astoria have been ad­ 
vised not to accept as genuine returned cer­ 
tificates bearing any of the num bers com­ 
prised within tbe break in the series, the 
Department docs not feel called on to take 
any actiou in the case beyond advising the 
prosecution of the offenders, should they 
be discovered.

W a s h in g t o n , April 14th.— A meeting 
was held here this evening in Masonic 
Temple, to give expression on the part of 
“ American residents and sojourners at the 
National Capital,” to the protest against the 
passage of the Irish coercion biil by the 
British Parliam ent. Congressman Springer, 
of Illinois, presidet]. Speeches were made 
and resolutions adopted.

Under 
the ruling by Judge Gresham the prosecu­ 
tion were forced to transfer the cases to the 
State Courts, and the Grand Jury lias been 
taking evidence in the m atter. The jury, 
as drawn to serve six m onths, consists of 
six members, and is equally divided politi­ 
cally.

In 
the case of Selah C. Carll, convicted of 
counterfeiting, and sentenced to fifteen 
years in the Erie County Penitentiary, the 
President commuted the sentence to seven 
years' imprisonm ent.

code a uniform system of signals by lamps, 
whistle and other methods is established 
for all roads represented at the Convention.

L o n d o n . April 14th.—The language uaed 
by Chamberlain in speaking at meetings in 
Ayr has incited the Irish against him , and 
he has received num erous letters w arning 
him that he will not leave Scotland alive. 
Speaking to an assemblage of 2,000 persons, 
Chamberlain said : 
“ The opponents of 
the crimes bill have made an outcry against 
the repression of liberty. Liberty to do 
w hat? To commit theft, to ruin industri­ 
ous men, to outrage women ! 
[Hisses, 
mingled with cheers.] 
W hat are you hiss­ 
ing, the crime or tbe punishm ent?” 
Here a man, rising and menacing Cham­ 
berlain. cried : ’’ It is not characteristic of 
the Irish to outrage w om en!” 
An attem pt was made to turn the m an 
out. 
but Sir. Chamberlain 
cried out, 
“ Leave him alone.” Then he continued: 
“ Do you want instances of insults offered 
to women V' 
[Cheers, aud cries of “ Out­ 
rage you said ' You slander the Irish 1”] 
Chamberlain—•* I did not mean the 
grossest outrage of all, but personal vio­ 
lence and insults. 
[Cheers and hisses.] 
I 
referred to cases like that of the Curtin 
family, where the lives of the widow and 
daughters of the m urdered m an were made 
intolerable ; like that of tbe widow of an­ 
other murdered m an. Byers, who, while 
accompanying the dead body of her hus­ 
band, was jeered and hooted along the 
street.” 
Here the speaker was interrupted by 
cru s of "W atch yourself!” 
hisses, and 
general disorder. 
Resuming, Chamberlain said : 
“ I am 
stating facts to which even my opponents 
m ight listen in the silence of horror and 
shame. W hen I refer to assassinations a 
man here says, ’Take care of yourself! 
Has the time come when we cannot dis­ 
cuss political m atters in this country w ith­ 
out being threatened with assassination? 
[Great cheers.] This is the spirit of parties 
in the Convention in Chicago. 
I am sorry 
to know that they have any representatives 
in Scotland. 
[Cries of “ They are not 
Scotchmen.”] 
T hat Convention, besides 
being attended by delegates honestly in 
sym pathy with Ireland, had delegates of a 
different stam p—apostles oi outrage and 
m urder—who have been paid bv the out­ 
rage mongers of England. Mr. Redmond, 
the delegate of the Irish Parliam entary 
party, explicity declared before the Con­ 
vention that it was the aim of that party 
to effect the entire separation of Ireland 
from England, and that their policy was to 
make the government of Ireland by E ng­ 
land impossible. This they seek by the 
most immoral conspiracy ever devised in a 
civilized land—by contending for liberty 
to violate every, law, hum an 
and di­ 
vine. Do you 
think it 
infamous to 
restrain these m en? [Cheers.] 
Mr. P ar­ 
nell threatened in the House of Commons, 
under the specious guise of warning, that 
if the coercion bill was passed there would 
be a renewal of outrage, dynam ite explo­ 
sives and attem pts to assassinate our states­ 
men. This grim suggestion may prove the 
death w arrant of some of us. 
[Cries of 
’’No."] W ell, w hat happens to individuals 
is not of much consequence. The danger 
is to tbe commonwealth. 
For the first 
tim e in English history our foes have sym ­ 
pathizers within our ancient fortress. Their 
plan of attack finds encouragem ent from 
those who ought to be the strongest defend­ 
ers of our citadel. This makes our task the 
more arduous. But we will not shrink, we 
will not abate, we will not yield to threats 
trom whatever quarter they come; but we 
will endeavor to hand down unim paired to 
our children the unity, strength and honor 
of the m ighty Em pire our forelatheis be­ 
queathed us." 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech has excited all 
parties. 
The L’nionists declare it is a decla­ 
ration of war to the knife. 
The Ulad- 
stonians charge Chamberlain with slander­ 
ing and ‘vilifying his former colleagues by 
the insinuation thas they sym pathize with 
the perpetrators of outrages in Ireland. 
It 
is asserted that during this tour through 
Scotland Chamberlain will be attended by 
a private guard.

FLOWER 
FESTIVAL3 
AND A CHAL­ 
LENGE. 


Los Angeles has inaugurated, under 
most flattering 
auspices, a magnificent 
Flower Festival, and on the opening night 
some 8,000 people were in attendance, 
fully half of whom are visitors to the 
State from the East. 
The fair is reported 
to be a very brilliant one, and we have not 
the least doubt of it. 
No country can 
-surpass California in floral wealth. 
Three 
years ago Sacramento held a floral festival, 
which was on all sides admitted to exceed 
in extent and richness anything of the 
kind “ ever before attempted,’’as the show­ 
men phrase it. 
The famous English 
“ Rose Fair,” it is conceded, was eclipsed 
by this floral exposition, and the most 
noted examples 
of 
flower 
shows are 
dwarfed by comparison with it. 
There is no reason why these flower 
festivals should not be of annual occur­ 
rence here, and in all the chief towns of 
the State. 
In the way of spectacles noth­ 
ing in art can compare with them, appeal 
to so large an audience, excite so general 
a sympathy, or contribute so much to 
human good. 
All the adornments and 
colors and brilliancy on such an occasion 
are from nature’s inexhaustible store-house 
of heauty, and the least skilled and the 
humblest may pluck and contribute and 
have a part in the painting of the gor­ 
geous picture. In no other affairs can it be 
so truly said all the people may uuite. 
There is neither rank, station, wealth, 
poverty nor lowliness recognized at the 
shrine of the flower. 
In popular flower 
fairs there is a field for relaxation and 
satisfying entertainment in which all men 
and women and children can equally take 
part. 
The uses of such displays are unques­ 
tioned. 
To 
the stranger 
they speak 
volumes for the equability of our climate 
and the richness of our soil. 
To our own 
people they appeal in a sentimental way 
that is responded to by every one. 
AVe 
«ever tire of our floral treasures, and 
never cease to boast of their luxuriance 
and beauty—nor should we. 
They appeal 
fo every heart; they withdraw us from 
rtlie hard and stony ways of 
everyday 
life ; they soften our natures and awaken 
the tenderer cmotioas; they touch the 
soul and develop the love for the beautiful 
in the oldest and most impassive of be­ 
ings. 
By the admiration they evoke and 
the invitation they extend to embrace 
them, they court and win us all. 
Nothing but good can come out of these 
floral festivals. 
They are shrines of love­ 
liness and gentleness, at which we can af­ 
ford to pay our devotions. 
There is not a 
town of any considerable size in this State 
that may not have its flower festival, and 
not one hot will find benefit in it. 
Horti­ 
cultural and agricultural fairs are prose, 
floral festivals poet r_v; we have enough of 
the hard and practical at all times, and 
something of the poetic will contribute to 
th e betterment of our natures and the uni­ 
fying of the better impulses of the people. 
V e are gratified that Los Angeles is re­ 
solved upon holding her flower festivals 
year after year ; and it would he still more 
gratifying if other interior cities would 
turn aside in the springtime to such enter­ 
tainment. 
Their people, meeting at the 
altars of flowers, would discover something 
more of the tender and gentle shadings of 
human nature, and go back into the grime 
and dust of daily struggle strengthened, 
refined and altogether bettered. 
Mayor 
Workman, in opening the Los Angeles 
Flower Festival, spoke of the people as 
“paying their devotions to the incarnation 
o f spring, manifested by the banks of roses 
exhaling the instilling lessons of purity.” 
T his bit of sentimental and rather con­ 
fused enthusiasm will be forgiven him. 
H e, and the officers of state, and army and 
bench, and the leaders in commerce, trade 
and mechanics, were indeed worshiping at 
a common and a lovely altar, since what­ 
ever in nature gratifies the tastes, quick­ 
en s the gentler emotions and stimulates 
the love of the beautiful, men may well 
worship, and they will I>e lifted up and 
ennobled and refined by it in turn. 
T he Mayor took occasion iu his address 
to gracefully challenge the northern coun­ 
ties to surpass the south in horticultural 
productions, and denied their ability to do 
so. 
The northern counties can tak eu p th e 
gauntlet w ithout any disparagement of the 
south, in the perfect assurance of trium ph. 
T he north tvould rob the south of not a 
siugle attribute of w ealth or heauty, or a 
solitary credit-m ark for 
producti ceness 
an d progress and public spirit. 
But since 
its chosen representative has made the 
tthallengo quoted, it is becoming in the 
jieople of ihe north to give him notice 


that it not only can but frequently has 
surpassed the south in lx)th floral and 
horticultural exhibits. 
Our fruits exceed 
those of the southern sections in variety 
greatly, and in about all liues surpass them 
in quality. 
Pre-eminently the central and 
northern sections are the fruit and flower- 
growing regions of California. 
They will 
yield superiority to none—more that this, 
they will not admit, taking the country as 
a whole, that any attain to their standard 
of excellence. 
Let our brethren of the 
south formulate the test—the north has 
not the slightest fear of the outcome. 
It 
will show for their garden spots, miles upon 
miles of natural gardens adorned with 
floral luxuriance as no others are; for the 
highly cultivated but circumscribed val­ 
leys of the south, blossoming as the rose, 
they will point to the boundless plains 
and rolling foothills for hundreds of miles, 
where nature has lavished her richest 
floral treasures upon the scene, and accom­ 
plished her rarest painting upon a canvas 
of such extent and wondrous beauty as to 
put to the blush all rival spectacles. 
As 
we have said, for every fruit the south 
produces we will show its like, and add 
others it has not. 
Here is a field for contest where neither 
section will take harm, both will benefit, 
and there need enter in no other sentiment 
thau that of generous, manly, helpful 
rivalry. 
The north, without deprecating 
the sister counties of the south, cannot 
permit Mayor Workman’s challenge to 
pass unanswered, or refuse to honor it with 
acceptance. 


THE DEADLY PISTOL- 


One school-boy shot another in New 
York the other day, in a public school 
building. 
It was an accident, of course i 
but it would not have happened had the 
boys not been encouraged to carry pistols. 
And they are encouraged by all manner of 
means. 
As we showed some time ago, for 
instance, a San Francisco contemporary is 
doing its best to put a pistol into the 
pocket of every boy. 
Lads observe that 
men carry concealed weapons, and that the 
law prohibiting the practice is not enforced 
against them. 
Very naturally they con­ 
clude that it is the manly thing to do, and 
they proceed to make walking arsenals of 
themselves accordingly. 
Boys are im i­ 
tative and impulsive; their judgments are 
not matured, and caution is not a boyish 
attribute; 
hence the liability to misuse 
weapons is increased by this new practice. 
It is nothing less than criminal careless­ 
ness on the part of parents to permit their 
children to go armed with deadly weapons. 
Yret it is a fact that very many parents are 
aware that their boys are accoutred with 
hip pocket menaces to human life. 
A fit 
of temper, the spirit of bravado, the lurk­ 
ing 
imp ‘‘mischief,” all 
incline boys 
to use the pistol where men would hesi­ 
tate. 
No person, old or young, should 
handle firearms until he is able to control 
himself, but the very people who are least 
to be trusted are those who are most likely 
to be 
found 
going about their daily 
vocations armed as if they lived among 
barbarians and savages. 
There is a law, it 
is said, hidden away somewhere in the 
misty tomes of the statutes, against carry­ 
ing concealed weapons, but we hear of its 
enforcement only when the police authori­ 
ties, having fallen upon some fellow for an 
alleged offense, find themselves unable to 
hold the man, but on searching him dis­ 
cover a pistol on his person, and then in­ 
voke the law as a means of inflicting pun­ 
ishment indirectly for the original offense. 
It would be wise on the part of school au­ 
thorities to adopt some system by which 
school children, at least, may be prevented 
from adding to the danger every man 
meets 
every 
hour 
of 
the 
day, 
of 
being 
shot 
by the 
careless 
or 
will­ 
ful 
use 
of 
a 
pistol. 
For, in 
fact, 
no 
one 
can 
feel 
assured that every 
other man he meets in the street is not 
armed. 
The number of men who carrv 
pistols in open day is very large, and the 
menace to life and limb correspondingly 
great. 
If, however, the law cannot be en­ 
forced against men, it should not be con­ 
fessed that society is unable to prevent its 
violation by children. 


CHINESE SLAVERY 


TOO EASY OF AMENDMENT. 


The San Francisco A lta well says: “ The 
Constitution should be amended in respect 
to the method for its amendment.” 
The 
R e c o rd -U n io n pointed out the deplorable 
weakness of the organic Act prior to its 
adoption in this respect, and has repeat­ 
edly called attention to it since. 
The 
Constitution of California is, indeed, by 
reason of this defect no Constitution as 
such instruments are generally understood, 
but a means of speedy direct legislation 
by the people. 
A Constitution that can 
be ripj>ed up from top to bottom inside of 
a week and made over is not such an in­ 
strument as should underlie State govern­ 
ment and society. 
As it is, any Legisla­ 
ture can propose any number of amend­ 
ments and force the people to vote upon 
them inside of a few hours. 
This fact con­ 
stitutes an element of weakness that is, in 
fact, a constant menace to property pos­ 
sessions. 
There is not that stability under 
it that such an instrument should in­ 
sure. 
We like the plan of the Alta, that 
the amendment shall be first approved at 
a session of the Legislature: 
Then, preceding the election of members of 
the next ensuing Legislature, the amendment 
should be advertised in every county in the 
State, with notice to the voters that the legis­ 
lators for whom they vote will he called upon 
to affirm or reject the same at the next session 
of the Legislature. This insures a complete 
discussion of the amendment on the stump and 
iu the press and such a canvass of its merits 
and demerits as to carry into the second Legis­ 
lature which must act npon it, an intelligent 
register of public opinion. 
It is probable than an amendm ent pro­ 
posed to make amendment more difficult 
and deliberate would meet with almost 
the unanimous approval of the people. 
The next Legislature will be called upon 
to address itself to this subject, and the 
people in the meantime should consider 
the m atter and send up representatives in 
1889 thoroughly in sym pathy with them 
upon it. 


T h e evidence of the H yde Park demon­ 
stration is positive th at the m iddle and 
laboring classes of England now give a 
majority support to Mr. Gladstone's Irish 
policy. 
If it comes to a vote, it is prob­ 
able th a t such a verdict will be rendered. 
It could not have been given two years 
ago, but the Tories have put upon the 
camel’s back the final straw. 
England is 
rapidly developing home-rule sentiment. 
No other political doctrine in a half a 
century has thriven so well there as that. 
Unless the English people are more vacil­ 
lating than their history has shown them 
to be, the anti-coercion sentim ent will be­ 
come the law of the Em pire w ithin the 
next six months. 


T emperature of th e M oon's S urface.— 
Professor Langley, Director of the Physi­ 
cal Observatory of Pittsburg, who is m ak­ 
ing researches as to the tem perature of the 
moon’s sunlit surface, thinks it probable 
that it may be a little higher than that of 
m elting ice. 


M aintained and Knforced by A m erican 
Courts and T heir Officers. 
The case of Lin Ting comes up for 
prelim inary exam ination in Justice Post’s 
Court this morning. This is another of 
the familiar and disgraceful cases brought 
for enforcement of the enslavement of 
Chinese women for the vilest of purposes, 
but is brought in a slightly modified form, 
with a view to m ake the suit more certain 
in its results, and to avoid, if possible, the 
righteous condem nation and execration of 
outraged public sentim ent. The woman in 
question is a good-looking and modest-ap- 
pearing girl of about 20 years. She was made 
the victim some tim e since of one of those 
“ Celestial m arriages,'’ by which a worth­ 
less heathen gambler and opium smoker 
obtained control of her under the nam e of 
wife, by being married under the American 
form of law. 
He at once placed her, in 
company w ith two other Chinese women 
whom he controlled, in an I-street den, 
and took the earnings ef their sham e as a 
personal gambling fund and to m aintain 
his worthless carcass. Finally he wanted 
more money than he could collect from 
the fruits of his den, and he concluded to 
sell his wife to a party in V irginia City, 
and was about to carry out such an ar­ 
rangem ent when his wife, so-called, know­ 
ing his purpose, in some m anner induced 
him to go with her to San Francisco. - As 
soon as she was in that city, and under 
cover of darkness, she left her detestable 
m aster and found her way to the Christian 
Home for Chinese W omen, and asked to 
be accepted as an inm ate. This was on 
the first day of the present m onth. 
A few days since he ascertained her 
whereabouts,’ and coming to Sacramento 
arranged, with experienced legal help, the 
details cf a plot by which to get her 
brought back to Sacramento and to gain 
possession of his chattel. For this pur­ 
pose the American liberty-loving Courts 
can always be depended upon, and, as in 
the tim e of our Southern slavery days, the 
law officers of the State responded with 
alacrity to help the paid attorneys of the 
slave-hunters. 
In the present instance, 
the 
case 
is 
arranged 
and 
put 
up 
in 
this 
m anner: 
The charge 
states 
that 
the 
slave 
was 
furnished 
with certain bracelets and jewelry to wear 
on the occasion of the annual ancestral 
worship day—March 31st—and that she 
ran away to San Francisco and sold the 
trin k e ts; that the jew elry was worth $55, 
and that therefore she is guilty of grand 
larceny. 
The plot of m aking the value 
sufficient to constitute a 
State Frison 
offense is probably with a view to more 
easily frighten the woman to subm it her­ 
self again to the nefarious possession of 
the miserable opium-smoking slave master. 
It is a fact known to every one that all an 
attorney for the slave-owners in these cases 
has to do to prove his case is to tell the one 
who claims to own the woman what testi­ 
m ony is needed,and how m any witnesses are 
required to swear to it, and the “testim ony” 
is im m ediately forthcoming. 
It is not 
creditable to the Courts of a country which 
has abolished slavery among its own peo­ 
ple, and barred against it by a constitu­ 
tional amendm ent, that they will accept 
such perjured statements as are known to 
be given in these cases and to perm it the 
forms of adm inistering "justice” (?) to 
rivet the chains of a system ot slavery, be­ 
side which our slavery of former days was 
an electric light of purity and righteous­ 
ness. 
B ut let there be no thought of question 
as to the way in which the charges will be 
sustained in'this case. There will be just 
as large an array of opium-smoking China­ 
men present as witnessess—and who will 
swear to the testimony required to m ake 
the case “ solid 
as a previous estimate of 
num bers and their arrangem ent shall be 
dtem ed necessary for the occasion. The 
testimony will probably be: First, wit­ 
nesses to prove the jewelry was loaned to 
her; others who saw her have it on; 
and then, to cap the clim ax and m ake 
it entirely conclusive, the attorney for 
the 
owner 
of 
the 
chattel 
will 
have heathens here from San 
F ran ­ 
cisco, who will swear th at they 
saw 
her sell the jewelry, and rest assured that 
one or more opium pickled heathens will 
be found who will swear on a stack of 
Bibles—which on all other occasions are 
used only for kindling wood—that they 
bought the jew elry from her. Thus, if the 
Court accepts the “ testim ony,” which will 
be ready at the atlorney’s finger's end, a

W ork on the Lick Observatory. 
All of the iron work made in this city 
for the great Lick Observatory on Mount 
H am ilton has now been shipped to San 
Jose, and most of it is on the sum m it of 
the m ountain. Captain Floyd, of the Lick 
Trust, is there superintending the putting 
together of the great structure. All that 
is delaying the great work now is that por­ 
tion of the observatory that is being made 
in Cleveland, O.; but there is no reason to 
fear that the telescope will not be in work­ 
ing order by the date already announced— 
July 1st. 
Just as soon as Charles M. Plnm , one of 
the Lick Trustees, returns from the East, 
the Trustees will set about fulfilling the 
thirteenth clause of the Lick Trust deed. 
This provides for the construction, as the 
deed reads, “ of a group of bronze statuary 
well worth $100,000, which shall represent, 
by appropriate designs and figures, the 
history of California ; 
first, from 
the 
earliest settlem ent of the Mission to the 
acquisition of California by the United 
.States; second, from such acquisition by 
the United States to the tim e when agri­ 
culture became the leading interest of the 
State; third, from the last-named period to 
January 1, 1874.” The statuary is to be 
erected on the piece of laud known as the 
City Hall place, on the M arket-street side 
of the new City H all. 
A plat of ground 
was set apart by the Supervisors May 3, 
1886, for this purpose. The m atter of se­ 
curing appropriate designs will be the first 
subject for consideration.—S. F. Bulletin. 


M a jo r Jim m y B ass.— In the April Cen­ 
tury “ Uncle Remus ” tells and Kemble 
illustrates a story of Southern life, whose 
scene is laid at ihe beginning of and dur­ 
ing the war. One of the characters is Ma­ 
jor Jim m y Bass, who is apt to get excited, 
and once had “ cussed out the tow n.” The 
following bit gives a pen-picture of the Ma­ 
jor’s reiuarkablecam paignsat Perdue’sCor- 
ner : “ Sometimes between dozes he would 
make his way to Perdue’s Corner and dis­ 
cuss the various campaigns. How manv 
desperate campaigns were fonght on that 
Corner! 
All the older citizens who found 
it convenient or necessary to stay at home 
had in them the instinc s and emotions of 
great commanders. They knew how de­ 
feat could be wrung from victory, and how 
success could be made more overwhelming. 
At Perdue's Corner W ashington City was 
taken not less than a dozen times a week, 
and occasionally both New York and Bos­ 
ton were captured and sacked. Of all the 
Generals who fought their battles at the 
Corner, Major Jim m y Bass was the most 
energetic, the most daring and the most 
skillful. As a strategist he had no superior. 
He had a way of illustrating the feasibility 
of his plans by drawing them in the sand 
with his cane. Fat as he was, the Major 
had a way of * surrounding ’ the enemy so 
that no avenue was left for his escape. 
At 
Perdue's Comer he captured Scott, and Mc­ 
Clellan. and Joe Hooker, and John Pope, 
and held their entire forces as prisoners of 
war.” 


T aking D ispatches by t iie T y pe w e ite r. 
“ The system of taking dispatches by the 
type-writing m achine,” said an old teleg­ 
rapher yesterday, “ is proving a great suc­ 
cess. By the new process the capacity of a 
wire is increased twenty-five per cent., 
thus enabling the company to perform 
greater feats of telegraphing than ever be­ 
fore. 
It takes some time for the operator 
to learn how to m anipulate the m achine 
with sufficient speed to keep pace with a 
good ‘sender,’ but when he once masters 
the thing he can perform twenty-five per 
cent, more work than he can with pen or 
stylus, and perform it, too, with far less ex­ 
ertion and m ental strain. So expert have 
some of the operators become that a great 
deal of press m atter is sent in abbreviated 
form for no other reason than that the 
sender cannot ‘whoop’ the stuff through 
fast enough by the old process to keep the 
receiver at his knitting. There isn’t a 
sender living who can put it up the back' 
of the expert tvpe-writer artist. ’— Chicaoo 
Herald.

THE 
MINERAL CABINET. 


M eeting o f 
the Library Trustees—The 
M issing Specim ens. 
The Trustees of the State Library met 
last evening. Present, Judge Belcher, and 
Messrs. Edgerton and Freeman, and Li­ 
brarian W allis. 
By invitation there were 
present also the Trustees of the Mineral 
Cabinet now in possession of the Library 
Trustees, State M ineralogist Irelan and 
his A ssistant Mr. Snyder, R. O. Cravens, 
ex-State Librarian, Colonel Belcher and 
Mr. Bell. 
Mr. W allis stated that he had 
asked the Board to meet to arrange for the 
transler of the m ineral cabinet to the new 
Trustees, who had asked th at it be turned 
over to them . 
H e also referred to stories 
that had been in circulation concerning 
m issing specimens from the cabinet, and 
he desired the Board to exam ine into the 
m utter thoroughly. 
H e 
presented his 
affidavit, 
setting 
forth 
that 
he 
had 
not, on taking charge of the library, re­ 
ceived any catalogue of the cabinet, nor 
had he ever seen one, or knew of the ex­ 
istence of any. Since the story had gone 
out that some such document existed, 
affiant had caused inquiry to be made of 
the ex-Librarian (Cravens), as to the fact, 
and search had been instituted, and in one 
of the drawers of the cabinet the supposed 
catalogue had been found. 
A long and 
rather informal consultation was then had 
between the two Boards as to how to trans­ 
fer the cabinet so as to m ake a record of 
w hat would be delivered, and to pass re­ 
ceipts for the same. Judge Belcher and 
Mr. Freem an took up and exam ined the 
bundles ot m anuscript referred to as a 
catalogue. 
Both 
gentlemen 
discovered 
that it is rather an index to the cases, 
and w ith scores of num bers left blank, 
and it did not appear to be any such 
a catalogue as would enable the specimens 
to be identified w ith any certainty. 
Mr. 
Cravens, on inquiry 
made, 
expla n d 
that prior to the State buying the cabinet of 
Dr. Frey, it appointed a board of apprais­ 
ers to exam ine the same, and if they de­ 
cided it to be w orth $13,000, they were 
autborized to pay that snm for it, and that 
was done. It was delivered in boxes, the 
specimens done up in paper, that was 
m arked, but no catalogue of it was deliv­ 
ered to the State. 
A year, or a year and a 
half afterwards, the Library Trustees en­ 
gaged a m ineralogist and an assistant to 
classify the exhibits. 
The gentlemen en­ 
tered upon 
that work, and made out 
the 
papers 
now 
found, and 
called 
them 
a 
catalogue. 
They 
arranged 
rows 
of 
num bers 
to 
classify 
the 
specimens, but probably because the classes 
did not fill, m any of these num bers are 
left blank. H e could not say whether the 
work 
was 
completed. 
Judge Belcher 
thought all the Board had to do was to 
turn over the property as it is to the new 
Board. 
Mr. Edgerton proposed to hire a 
mineralogist at $10 a day to catalogue the 
exhibits. 
Mr. Freem an doubted if the 
Library Trustees could use library money 
for that purpose ; and after quite a debate, 
agreed with Judge Belcher, that in the 
absence of an original catalogue, and in 
the incomplete and uncertain character of 
the list now found, which in a large num ­ 
ber of cases had but a num ber and a single 
word—as the nam e of a county or m ining 
district, and so on—that any attem pt to 
catalogue 
the 
cabinet into 
a receipt 
would be useless. 
The Cabinet Trustees 
said to the Library Trustees, that all they 
bad to do was to take the cabinet as it is ; 
any cataloguing the 
Library 
Trustees 
m ight do tvould be an aid to them , but if it 
was not done they would take it as it 
stands, and ask the Library Trustees to put 
a man in the room and see .hat they re­ 
ceipted for all they got. 
Judge Belcher 
could not see how they could receipt for 
each specimen, and identify them , if, as 
stated, hundreds ot the specimens bore no 
num bers. 
Librarian W allis explained that 
m any of the specimens were not num ­ 
bered, fully half of them are in drawers, 
and have been handled by visitors for years 
and misplaced, and some had been moved 
out ot the places they originally occupied 
to m ake a better display in the glass cases 
above the drawers. 
It was impossible to 
keep a deputy at the elbow of every 
visitor, and pilfering was not difficult 
from the drawers. 
H e said there had 
been talk of the A ustralian gold specimen 
and a gold nugget—alleged to be woith 
$5,000—being missing. 
He pointed to both 
on the table, and asked the Cabinet Trus­ 
tees if he had not on their nr3t call exhib­ 
ited them , and he received an affirmative 
response. They had been kept in the office 
safe of recent years, because of the ease 
with which the cabinet could be robbed. 
State M ineralogist Irelan gave it as his 
opinion that to catalogue the exhibits w ith­ 
out classifying them would be of no special 
value, and be a long task, and, in the ab­ 
sence of an original catalogue, quite use­ 
less. 
Mr. Snyder was m uch of the same 
opinion. 
H e had helped arrange the cab­ 
inet originally, was fam iliar w ith it, and 
could classify it easily. The entire com­ 
pany then adjourned to the cabinet-room. 
It is an ordinary chamber, with one door 
leading into the library and one into the 
main hall. Over the latter is an ordinary 
glass transom . 
About half the specimens 
are in drawers without locks, the others in 
glass cases with locks that any common 
desk key will fit. 
Because of the danger 
of pilfering, the heavy iron rods now run­ 
ning around the cases were put on last fall, 
and secured by patent trap locks. 
E xam ­ 
ination showed that only a portion of the 
specimens bear numbers, and it would be 
sim ply impossible to identify them by the 
list now in possession of the Board. It was 
found also that several paper boxes marked 
gold, and supposed to have originally held 
gold specimens, are now empty. 
Some of 
them have been misplaced, and two or 
more specimens are to be seen in one box. 
Others, it was stated, had been stolen. 
The cabinets are crowded into a small 
room, the alleys are narrow, the drawers 
without fastenings, and the Boards both 
agreed that unless a watcher was at the 
elbow of every visitor, it would b t a per­ 
fectly easy thing to pocket specimens at 
will, and even a cexterous band could defy 
a watcher. 
Mr. Irelan and Mr. Snyder 
both expressed their opinion of the high 
value of the collection, both for tuineral- 
ogical and geological specimens, and es- 
specially because of duplicates that will 
find ready exchange for new specimens. On 
reassembling there was unanim ous agree­ 
m ent by the Library Trustees to turn over 
the cabinet, as it is, to the new Trustees, 
with all the property attaching, and an 
order to that eilect was made. 
Mayor 
Gregory said his Board would in a few days 
take possession ; that its duly was simply 
to take whatever was turned over to it, and 
care for it. The Cabinet Trustees then re­ 
tired. and the question came up as to 
whether Mr. Cravens, on retiring as Libra­ 
rian. had turned over the cabinet list re- 
ierred to, to W allis. The latter denied that 
it had been done, and Mr. Cravens insisted 
that he had told Mr. W allis that the list 
was in the cabinet drawer, and there the 
natter rests. During the rem arks concern­ 
ing the supposition that some specimens 
have been stolen, Trustee Freeman said 
that some years ago the Board knew that a 
party had abstracted specimens from the 
cases—at least the Board so believed. The 
man was detected, and left the country. It 
is understood that the person referred to 
was not followed up because of the diffi­ 
culty of m aking the fact a legal certainty.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


RAN INTO THE BANK. 


T h e C rew o f th e H a rg c V ic to r H a v e a 
N a rro w E s c a p e fro m I n ju r y . 
About 5 o'clock yesterday m orning the 
steam er Em pire City, en route for the up­ 
per Sacramento from Stockton, towing the 
barge Victor, to be loaded w ith wood, 
passed through the Sacramento and Yolo 
bridge. Some tim e afterwards she returned 
and tied up at the Pioneer Mill, when it 
was observed that her barge had been, in 
trouble. 
It was learned that after she had 
passed the American river, going up, the 
action of the strong northw s e ly wind a id 
stiff current caused the barge to swing in 
too close to the bank, where her pilot­ 
house struck against an overhanging tree, 
and was almost knocked over, being made 
to look as if it had reared upon its hind 
legs preparatory to m aking a big jum p. At 
the tim e of the accident there were five 
m en in it—four besides the pilot. The four 
were asleep, as they had a right to be, and 
one of them reported, after the boat re­ 
turned to Sacramento, that the pilot lashed 
the wheel amidships and “ turned in ” also, 
after passing through the bridge. A person 
viewing the wreck would he surprised to 
learn that none of the m en were seriously 
hurt. 
Iu fact, only one was h u rt at all, and 
his was a trifling injury on the shoulder, 
where his clothing was cut as cleanly as 
though a kniie had been used. A dispatch 
was sent to Stockton for ship carpenters in 
the employ of the company owning the 
steam er to come over and accompany her 
on her trip up the river, to m ake repairs 
while en route, and they arrived by the 
afternoon train. Meanwhile steering gear 
was rigged up near the stern of theharge, 
and until the pilot-house is again ready for 
use the pilot will have to stand on deck, 
unprotected from the weather. 


Clunie Opera House. 
Roland Reed, the popular comedian, 
assisted by a strong company, will appear 
at the Clunie this and to-morrow evenings, 
and at a matinee to-morrow, in his new 
and successful comedy, entitled “ H um ­ 
bug.” The New York Evening Telegram 
gives the play and Mr. Reed the following 
send-ofi :' “ There was a large audience, 
which it amused and delighted, although 
the tem perature in the house was anything 
but cool, and as the play progressed the 
laughter became continuous.

of the graceless son of a German shoem a­ 
ker to paks him self off as the scion of an 
aristocratic house, and his marriage under 
an assumed name to a lady whose prede­ 
cessors made a great deal of money in the 
hog trade, but who is equally anxious to 
appear of a good family. Roland Reed, as 
Bill Barts, the son of the shoem aker, 
would have been able to carry the piece to 
success upon his own shoulders. Nothing 
could be more irresistibly comical than 
the m anner in which he m anaged to get 
all his friends into a dilem ma in keeping 
up the deception—and in the third act 
things generally were in such a hopeless 
snarl that he had to pause in some of his 
b£3t efforts to let the laughter of the audi­ 
ence subside.

THE STATE SCHOOL BOOKS. 


State Printer ShoalT Relates Some of the 
Opposition to Them. 
No person who has examined the series 
of school text-books, issued from the State 
Printing Office, will say that they are in­ 
ferior in any respect to those issued by any 
publishing house in the Union. The paper 
is of the best quality, the covers of the 
most substantial character, the electrotyp­ 
ing of superior work, and typographically 
none are better. No educator who has 
given them a critical examination will say 
that they are not equal, in every respect, to 
any other series that has been used in our 
public schools. 
The school-book rings 
tried to defeat the enactment of the law 
that provided these books to the people of 
California, and since their publication has 
commenced, it is charged that the paid 
emissaries of those powerful book con­ 
cerns have been at work throughout the 
State seeking to bring them under con­ 
demnation before they are introduced. The 
State Printer called the attention of a 
R e c o rd -U n io n reporter a few days since 
to some books that bad been returned 
from Oroville, or some northern town, 
with a complaint that they were made 
of inferior material, and poorly bound. 
A glance at those returned books “ gives 
the whole thing away.” 
They were the 
most dilapidated lot of books that any per­ 
son ever looked upon. 
Some person had 
evidently taken the books, one at a time, 
and pounded the corners upon an anvil or 
some other equally hard instrum ent and 
battered them to pieces. They had opened 
them also in such a way that the stitching 
in the backs had been broken and the 
leaves loosened. 
“ Do you know how they do that ?” said 
State Printer Shoafl. 
“ I’ll show you. 
Now here is a new book. I open it a very 
little you see. 
Now, I take the book in 
both hands, press my thum bs on the in ­ 
side and fingers on the outside tightly, so 
that the leaves cannot possibly m ove; then 
I open the book so, and, of course, some­ 
thing has to give, and the book is ruined. 
To a person who does not understand the 
methods of these book agents—to the 
uninitiated—this trick would not he de­ 
tected, and the book would be pronounced 
worthless. A child will not open a book 
in that way ; neither would one of those 
men one of their own manufacture. There 
are copies of their books here; just try it 
on them and see for yourself.” 
The reporter did as directed, and was 
convinced that the best hook ever made 
could be instautly ruined by this innocent- 
appearing trick. 
"N ow '' Mr. Shoaff added, “ I want to 
say that these hooks are better made, in 
every way, than any school book ever put 
upon this market, and when you hear any­ 
one asserting that they are poorly bound, 
you can put him or her down as being in 
the interest of these private hook concerns, 
and you will be right in your inference 
ninety-nine times out of every hundred.” 
Speaking cf going to work on a further 
issue 
of books already compiled, Mr 
Shoafl' subsequently 
rem arked: 
“ The 
other day, when I was in the Governor’s 
office, he sent out and asked Superintend­ 
ent Hoitt to come in, and after his arrival 
the Governor asked me if I had in hand the 
material to finish up a num ber of the 
books. 
1 told him I had, and I was ready 
at any time to proceed with the work 
whenever the Executive Committee (the 
Governor and State Superintendent) or­ 
dered it. 
There is over twenty thousand 
dollars on hand that can he used for 
that purpose, and 1 think the books, which 
we all know will soon be required, ought 
to be printed, bound and ready for dis­ 
tribution when needed.” 
Referring to the employes in the State 
bindery, Mr. Shoafl said : “ It is true that 
there are m any girls in the bindery who 
have never had any experience in the busi­ 
ness, but they are used in foldiDg and 
stitching and other work where skilled 
labor is not required. All the work in the 
bindery that requires skilled labor is per­ 
formed by competent workmen, and I 
defy any one to show me a poor job that 
has ever been turned out of that office. We 
use superior material, 
have unequaled 
facilities, employ the best of skilled labor, 
and allow no book to be turned out unless 
it is first-class in every respect.”

Mines Reported to be in O peration—An 
Advisory Board. 
A special m eeting of the Anti-Debris 
Association was held at Yuba City on 
W ednesday. 
President Sexey read the 
following re p o rt: 
“ Gentlemen : The object of this meeting 
is for the consideration of the hydraulic 
m ining question in its present aspect, and 
to devise some plan by which the Chinese 
hydraulickers can be more effectually dealt 
w ith and brought into C ourt; also to listen 
to any propositions that the members de­ 
sire to make. 
“ There are contempt cases now pending 
against the following m ines: Four against 
the Omega m ine at W ashington, Nevada 
county, one of which has been heard, and 
a fine imposed. Against the Milton Com­ 
pany at French Corral there are three con­ 
tem pt cases pending, one of which is sub­ 
mitted, and our testim ony in the other 
two is in. The defendants intended to 
commence putting in their testim ony to­ 
day at the mine. 
In the M arguerite con­ 
tem pt case, the testimony of the defendant, 
Orin Garriil, will be taken while Master of 
Chancery 
Houghton is there—probably 
during the week. 
There are contempt 
cases pending against a m an named Gray 
and a num ber of Chinamen at H unt’s 
Hill. 
“ The North Bloomfield Company, our 
watchmen say, are working tbeir eleva­ 
tor, which, of course, will need careful 
attention. 
“ The Eureka 
Lake 
Company have 
done something, from the stetem ents of 
the watchmen, but thus tar the latter have 
not been able to catch them at work. 
“ The Sailor Flat m ine has been worked 
by Chinamen during the winter. 
“ The Chinese at Moore’s Flat have been 
working, and how to bring them into 
Court is the difficult question for our at­ 
torneys and vou to solve. You can serve 
one Chinese boss with papers, and he steps 
out and another m an takes his place. If, 
as I understand the law, you see the same 
men at work that were there when the first 
boss was served, they can be arrested, for 
they would be at work with due knowl­ 
edge of the situation, and would be in con­ 
tempt. 
“ We have now an order from Judge 
Sawyer that service can be made by leav­ 
ing a copy of the papers at the house of 
the party,'if any adult person is at the 
house, which will facilitate the service of 
papers, and save time and expense.” 
Mr. Sexey stated that one m ine that had 
been iu operation had been enjoined nat­ 
urally, by a caving of the side of a 
m ountain. 
After G. Ohleyer had read a list of the 
mines that have violated the decrees of the 
Courts since the beginning of the anti-de­ 
bris legislation, thenum ber beingabout 150, 
H . B. Riggins, a Deputy United States 
Marshal, who had ju st returned from Plu­ 
mas county, related his experiences in 
Quincy, in company with L. F. Bassett, 
City Engineer, of Sacramento, and who is 
also a civil engineer appointed by the W ar 
Departm ent to investigate the condition of 
rivers. They were waited upon by a depu­ 
tation from a Vigilance Committee, and 
told that their absence was desirable. Thev 
asserted their intention to rem ain u n ’il 
Monday, and were told that no m atter what 
they did the mines would still continue in 
operation. They learned that several mines 
had been running for a m onth, and that 
they intended to continue. 
District A ttorney Forbes stated that he 
had a letter from A. L. H art, of counsel, 
setting forth the reasons why the Omega 
casas had not been pressed, and stating 
that they were of a purely legal character, 
involving several technical points. 
After considerable discussion, it was de­ 
cided to appoint an Advisory Board, and 
C. P. Berry, P. C. Slattery, D. P. Durst, H. 
C. Jones and A. H. W ilbur were appointed 
a committee to name thirty-five prom inent 
citizens, in addition to themselves, from 
whom the Directors are to choose the 
Board. 
These names will be presented 
next Monday, when the Directors will have 
a meeting.

The latter 
favored the assemblage w ith a fineiy-exe- 
cuted instrum ental solo. Mrs. Etta Hans- 
hrow, delighted the audience with a vocal 
solo, “ Ye Merry Birds. ’ 
Mrs. Kinne was introduced by the Presi­ 
dent of the Corps, Mrs. Linnell, who paid 
the distinguished visitor a merited com­ 
plim ent in a few well chosen remarks, and 
welcomed her to Sacramento hearts and 
homes. 
Mrs. K inne replied briefly to the cour­ 
teous rem arks of Mrs. Linnell, saying she 
ever felt at home where women were 
banded together in this loyal and holy 
m ission; she complimented Sum ner Corps 
lor the efficiency of its officers, the pre­ 
cision and correctness of its work, and the 
excellent m anner in which its business 
was conducted. The Corps was prosperous, 
and the excellent attendance was indicative 
of the fact that its members took an inter­ 
est in the Order and were devoted to 
its principles. She gave a brief sketch 
of the order in several sections of the 
Union, and said the women of America 
everywhere were working in this patriotic 
and "loyal cause. 
In West Virginia there 
is but one white corps. 
In Eastern, or old 
Virginia, there is no white corps, but eleven 
colored ones. These poor colored women, 
loyal to the principles of the order, are 
densely ignorant; not one of them can 
read. The Secretary of the D epartm ent is 
the only one in the State who is able to 
read, and she travels about from station to 
station, reading the ritual, and at installa­ 
tions and initiations she has to read each 
officer’s part. 
Many of 
these 
colored 
women travel miles upon toot, through 
m ud and rain, to attend these meet­ 
ings, and 
they 
assist at the burial 
of m any soldiers. They are very poor in­ 
deed, and their dues are paid by economiz­ 
ing from their poverty. One corps in Vir­ 
ginia holds its meetings in an old church 
w ith a High pulpit, and when the President 
is seated, all that can be seen of her is the 
ton of her red bandana head dress. 
In 
Nebraska the President of one corps rides 
40 miles on horseback to attend the meet­ 
ings, and each visit necessitates an absence 
from home of three days. Several m em ­ 
bers of that corps live at a distance of 27 
miles, and still attend the meetings with 
rem arkable punctuality. In that section 
of the country there are no railroads, and 
such heroic devotion to the principles of 
the Order is worthy of the highest com­ 
mendation, and attests the loyalty of our 
Western women. 
California to-day stands 
fifth in the membership, and ranks fifth in 
its charity work. 
Mrs. Kinne, while Sue remains in the 
city, will be the guest of Mrs. General 
Tozier, 1425» H street, where she will be 
tendered a reception on Monday evening 
next.

How the Traffic A long th e W aterw ay Is 
M anaged. 
A writer in the Saturday Review describes 
how the traffic nlong the Suez Canal is 
directed and controlled from the office at 
Terreplein. near Suez. 
The num ber of 
ships in the canal at the sam e tim e is 
som ething very great. 
December Sth last, 
for exam ple, fifteen steam ers cleared the 
canal, of which seven were outward-bound. 
The previous day nine ships cleared, and 
the day before seven, so that during the 
8th som e thirty ships were probably at one 
tim e in the canal. Som etim es there are as 
m any as forty, and ’all are com pletely un ­ 
der "the control of the French gentleman 
sitting at his desk in an upper cham ber at 
Terreplein. 
The m ethod of working is 
exceedingly sim ple. 
Against the w all at one side of the room 
is a narrow shelf or platform, along which 
runs a groove. 
At intervals this trough or 
groove has deep recesses, and at two places 
these recesses are of larger size. 
This 
trough or groove represents the canal. The 
recesses are the sidings. 
The larger inter­ 
vals are the Great Bitter Lake and Lake 
T im soh, W hen a vessel has been signaled, 
and is about to enter the canal at, say, the 
Suez end, a sm all toy boat or m odel three 
four inches long is chosen to represent her. 
A group of these model ships stands ready 
beside the m odel canal, each furnished 
with a flag. 
About forty have the English 
flag, ten or a dozen the French flag, and so 
on with other nationalities. As the steamer 
com es up and her nam e is known it is 
wri’.ten on paper and placed on the toy 
boat. 
T he w hole num ber o f ships thus 
actually in the canal at any m om ent can 
he seen at a glan ce: and. as the telegraphic 
signals give notice, the toy boats are moved 
along, or placed in a siding, or show n tra­ 
versing one of the lakes at full speed. 
Signals are sent from the office to the 
various “gares,” prescribing the siding at 
which each ship m ust stop to let another 
meet and pass it. 
The official who is on 
duty keeps the m odels m oving as he re­ 
ceives notice, taking care when perhapstwo 
ships going in opposite directions are both 
neariiig the sam e siding to give tim ely 
warning to the pilots in charge by means 
o f the signal bails and flags at each station 
under his control from the office, and to 
direct which of the two is to lie up and 
which to proceed. 
Barring accidents, the 
whole arrangement goes like dock-w ork. 
The clerk can read off in a m om ent the 
name, tonnage, nationality, draught and 
actual situation o f every steam er; he can 
tell wbat pilot she has on board, and what 
is her breadth of beam, what rate she is 
m oving at. and everything else which has 
to be known about h e r ; and he is able 
without an effort to govern all her m ove­ 
ments, to prescribe the place where she is 
to pass the night, and the hour at which 
she is to get under way in the morning, 
although he does not see her, and probably 
never saw her in his life. The fees which 
vessels pay for passing through the canal 
are often enorm ous. 
Som e of the large 
liners o f the Peninsula and Oriental, or the 
Orient service, pay as m uch as £1,800 in 
m aking a single transit. For every passen­ 
ger half a napoleon, or eight shillings four 
pence, is charged. 
Three-fourths of the 
ships that go through the canal are Eng­ 
lish. 


\Yhy H e B ecam e Senator. 
The other night, says the Chicago News, 
Senator Hearst was "sitting at Chamber­ 
lain's w i'h a party of friends, w ho were 
chaffing him about the charge that his 
election to the Senate had cost him $100,­ 
000. 
The California m illionaire confessed 
that he paid out a good deal o f m oney. “ I 
didn’t care how much it cost,” he contin­ 
ued, “for I was bouud to git there. 
I took 
no stock in politics till a year or two ago. 
I was busy m aking m oney, and when I got 
all the m oney I wanted I decided that I 
would go in for honors. 
I looked over the 
Chronicle alm anac to see what there was 
that would suit me, and I concluded that a 
Senatorship would fill the bill. 
I m ight 
have been Governor, you know, but that is 
a local office, and I was pretty w ell known 
locally, anyhow . 
Then there was the 
H ouse of Representatives. 
I m ight have 
got there. 
But I had seen men go to Con­ 
gress and stay there two years and attract 
no attention and com e hom e and be do- 
bodv at all. so I didn't see anything for m e 
in that line. 
But when I came to the Sen­ 
ators I said to m yself, * This is just what I 
am after.’ 
There was a list of seventy-six 
Senators sent up for six years, the repre­ 
sentatives of 60,000,000 of people. 
They 
was honored and feted and made a good 
deal of everywhere. 
I looked down the 
list and seen the nam es o f a lot of fellows 
who wasn’t any more account than I, and 
som e of them not so m uch so, and I said to 
m yself I’ll scratch m y nam e on that list if 
it takes every d 
d cent I’ve got, and I’ve 
scratched it."

P r e v e n t i v e M e d i c i n e —Dr. C. I I . Illing­ 
worth thus writes in the Medical Press: 
One o f our great aim s as physicians is to 
prevent disease; another is to cut short its 
course when developed. 
Our power iu 
these directions finds full scope am ong 
ttiat class of disorders now generally recog­ 
nized as depending upon the reception, 
growth and developm ent in the tissues of 
micro-organic life in one shape or another. 
By the continual suppression of the growth 
and developm ent o f these forms of ceil 
life, we m ay, indeed, hope at length to 
erase the names of the diseases they cause 
from the category of those ” ills that flesh 
is heir to.” 
The diseases I refer to are 
scarlet lever, diphtheria, measles, whoop­ 
ing-cough, rheum atic fever, chicken-pox, 
sm ali-p>x, syphilis, hydrophobia, yellow 
fever, el hoc genus omne. 


F ecit D evelopment —The cause of the 
increased fertility in the lim bs o f fruit trees, 
where the lim bs are bent to an acute angle, 
has recently been investigated by I’rOf. 
Suraner. 
H e finds that the bark on the 
lower surface of the twig, below the bend, 
is thrown into transverse folds, here and 
there detached from the wood. 
New woody 
tissue is formed in the cavities produced by 
such folds, which is filled with starch 
grains, and after this there is a formation 
of a new woody tissue of a normal charac­ 
ter. but always thicker there than else­ 
where, and especially on the upper curve 
o f surface. 
This mass of woody tissue 
checks the flow of water toward the tip of 
the branch, to the great advantage of the 
bud directly beneath, which is thus more 
lik ely to develop as a fruit bud. 


T h e T e l e p h o n e a s a S o u r c e o f I n f e c - 
t i s . —At a m eeting o f the Caucasian Med­ 
ical Society, Dr. A. P. Astvatzaturoff. of 
Tiflis, drew attention (“ Proceedings of the 
Caucasian M edical Society,” Novem ber 17, 
1886, p. 263) to the danger of infection 
arising from the prom iscuous use of the 
m outhpieces of public telephones. 
To 
prevent any accident of the kind, he rec­ 
om m ends that the m outhpiece should be 
disinfected every tim e after, or, still better, 
before it is used. 
In other words, som e 
disinfecting fluid should be kept at every 
telephone station, and the speaker should, 
first o f all dip the m outhpiece in the fluid 
and then wipe it with a clean tow el.— 
British Medical Journal.
